dered all American shipping from

;war, authorising the President w 

declare “combat zones” whenever 

in his opinion war conditions ex- 
isted therein and danger to ship- 
ping, American -vessels were also 
forbidden to carry munitions and 
other contraband of war ‘to Pre- 
sidentially classified belligerents, 

American citizens were warred 

off ships belenging to those 

belligerents and un ‘embargo was 
laid agains: financial credits and 
arms purchases by such nations, 

The Administration supported 
and even urged all this after the 
then isolationists had demonstrat- 
ed their legislative power. © But 
some_isolationis:s, nolably Sena- 
tors Borah of Idaho and Johnson 
of California, furnished a para- 
dox. Though insisting on the 
other safeguards against invoive- 
ment, they accused Mr. Cordell 
Hull of a complete abandonment 
of “freedom of the seas” and de- 
manded that it should be main- 
tained outright.

Indians, with British 
and Free French cor:
